THE NATIONAL REPORT. 
CORN AND COTTON ESTIMATES. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Sept. 10.—[{Special. 
The crop report for September was not com- 
pleted today owing to the late arrival of the 
statistician, Mr. Dodge, from a trip he has 
been making throughout the West. That 
portion relating to cotton was prepared in 
time for distribuuon at allate hour, and it is 
expected that the grains will be made up to- 
morrow. The unfavorable conditionof the 
cotton crop, Mr. Dodge thinks, will continue 
until the next report on account of the 
unseasonabie weather. He expects that 
the total yield will. be in the. neigh- 
borhood of 6,000,000 bales. The im- 
provement in corn noticed during 
the month of July in New England, the 
Middle States, and the Ohio Valley will not, 
it is thought, be apparent in the reports re- 
ceived for August. While part of the month 
was favorable, the cool nightsand occasional 
frosts toward the latter end must have —1 
aged much of the whieh was, undevel- 
"The change in weather during 
the present month causes much concern at 
the Agricultural Bureau, and Mr. Dodge has 
telegraphed to his agents for reports as to its 
effect on the crop. The estimate fixing the 
total corn crop at 1,400,000,000 bushels Mr. 
Dodge thinks entirely too small. There 
are, he says, 68,000,000 acres of corn 
planted. At twenty-five bushels per 
acre, which is four bashels less than the crop 
of 1879, there would bea yield of 1,700,000,- 
000 bushels. At the end ofJuly this was his 
lowest estimate, and he does not believe 
there has been damage sufficient tocause a 
loss of 300,000,000 bushels. Even with the 
most unfavorable weather more than 1,400. 
000,000 bushels can, he believes, be realized. 
In 1874, when the crop was unusually back- 
ward from a wet spring and summer drouth 
the yield was twenty-one bushels per acre. 
At that low rate there would be a total of 
1,428,000,000 bushels, but it will mot go to 
that. Ffteen hundred million bushels is, in 
his opinion, too low anestimate, but between 
that and sixteenhu ndred millions will, he 
thinks be the result.

HENRY GEORGE IN AN EXAGGERATED 
FORM. 


We print in another part of this morning’ 
issue a letter from a Jackson (Mich.) dis- 


impertinence to Tux in charging 
it witn either ignorance or misrepresenta- 
tion and to the public in flaunting his thinly- 
disguised communism as a banner of reform. 
The communication would not be worthy of 
the publicity we give it if it did not furnish 
a proper occasion to punctare some of the 
leading fallacies to which Henry George’s 
writings have given wide currency. Im- 
pressionable people or those whose personal 
experience inclines them to communism 
must not be permitted to overturn the entire 
structure of politieal science at which able 
and earnest men have labored since the days 
of Adam Smith because a visionary person 
comes along and blows 

There are three propositions to which Mr. 
Anthony, of Jackson, Mich., insists that Mr. 
Henry George, of wider tame, has demon- 
strated; and from these propositions Mr. An- 
thony draws the startling conclusion that 
“the continued discoveries in electricity will 
perhaps place in the hands of every individ- 
ual the power [dynamite] to preserve equali- 
ty of opportunity against the unjust en- 
croachments of any and every organized 
force.” As this threat portends the univer- 
sal leveling of things and the destruction of 
society as now organized, it is certainly 
worth while to inquire intothese new doc- 
trines whenever they are urged in a revolu- 
tionary spirit. 

1, It is assumed that the present organtza- 
tion of society “associates poverty with 
progress and increased want with advancing 
wealth.” Mr. George has proved nothing of 
the kind, and his Jackson disciple has not 
even attempted to do so. George's observa- . 
tion has been confined, evidently, to the in- 
rush of the dregs of European poverty at- 
tracted to this country by abundance, high 
wages, plenty of employment, and improved | 
conditions. Most of this class of immi- 
grants swarm about the cities and towns, 
where they continue to live in filth and 
squalor, and dissipate their vicarious earn- 
ings in drink and idleness, rather than 
seek health and abunflance in a frugal and 
hard-working agricultural life. During the 
last twenty years the wage-workers of the 
cities and towns and the loafers and hood- 
lums associated with them have squandered 
in drink from three to four hundred millions 
of dollars per annum, aggregating during 
that period from six to eight billions of dol- 
lars. This is the chief cause of their chronic 
poverty, to which unreasoning strikes have 
also contributed materially. But notwith- 
standing the poverty, which the progress of 
our time cannot ameliorate because of its ob- 
stinate hostility to work, sobriety, and fru- 
gality, it is not true that want has increased 
with advancing wealth in the United States, 
which is the most progressive country on the 
face of the earth. That the percentage of 
poverty and want has decreased enormously 
during the last half of the present century 
will become clear to any one who shall take 
the pains to contrast the conditions of today 
and those of fifty or seventy years ago. 
Wages have increased and goods have been 
cheapened. The same labor which required 
two days to earn a pair of shoes only a few 
years ago will now produce that result 
in a few hours, It is almost as easy 
nowadays for the frugal farmer’s wife to se- 
cure a new silk dress as it was to obtain a new 
calico dress in the early part of this century. 
Labor-saving machinery has enabled the 
farmer to ‘thrash out in a few days more 
grain than he could have obtained from his 
crop by a whole winter’s physical work, 
Wants have grown with the means to gratify 
them, but even the greater exactions of the 
present day are more easily supplied than 
the meagre demands of an earlier period. 
Steam has increased the power of labor and 
cheapened the product, and tne condition of 
the poor has been improved in proportion. 
All this is so obvious that it is not necessary 
now to go into greater detail, 

% The second proposition is, that the em- 
ployer “returns to his employés in wages at 
the end of the day, or week, or month a por- 
tion of the capital they have created during 
the time they have labored.” In other words, 
it is contended that labor makes advances to 
capital, and not capital to labor, and that, 
therefore, labor provides both capital and 
work. The quickest way to illustrate 
the folly of this thought is through 
the suggestion that, if labor be at 
ones the origin and fruition of all 
product and all prosperity, it ought to 
flourish best when capitalists fall, go inw 
bankruptcy, and shut up their shops, mills, 
mines, and factories; for then it has the field 
all to itself. But the fallacy that it is labor 
whieh makes advances to capital because 
the employer does not pay till the end of a 
week or fortnight is really very transparent. 
This practice is not due to any desire to re- 
quire the laborer to furnish capital, but to

As of fact he makes advances to 
the rer under the present system in two 
ways. First, he pays higher wages than he 
would if the wages were paid in advance; 
secondly, he gives the laborer credit at the 
butcher’s, the grocer’s, and the boarding- 
house, which the laborer, if out of money 
and out of employment, could not obtain. 

But the advances which capital makes to 
labor are much more important and far- 
reaching. The new Chamber of Commerce, 
now ia process of construction in this city, 
furnishes a good illustration. A number of 
business-men have combined to advance sav 
$2,000,000 for the stone, brick, mortar, lum- 
ber, and labor required for the erection of 
that building. They will get no return for 
their money durmg two years from the time 
the work was begun, but the labor which 
has been and is being employed in the prep- 
aration of the material and work of con- 
struction is paid at the end of every week or 
every fortnight. It cannot be claimed that 
this labogis paid out of its own product, for 
there will‘be no product until the building 
shall be completed and occupied, If capital 
had not made advances to labor in this case 
the work would not have been undertaken, 
and labor would have lost the $2,000,000 of 
remuneration it will now receive. ‘The same 
is true of the 4,000 or 5,000 more buildings 
which will go up in Chicago during the pres 
ent year; these buildings will require capital 
to advance perhaps $15,000,000 to labor, and 
not one of them will earn a dollar until 
loug after the labor has been paid, Without 
such advance of capital not a house would 
have been built, nora brick burned, nor a 
stone cut, nor an excavation made in the 
ground, and a large army of mechanics and 
laborers would have been abandoned to idle- 
ness and want. The property of the capital 
ists will have been changed from money into 
piles of stone, brick, mortar, and lumber. 
They will have bought the services of sever- 
al thousand men at the wages agreed upon. 
These wages will have fed, clad, and housed 
the laborers and their families for a year, 
and those who are temperate and frugal will 
have saved up a part of their wages, and 
will have that part in the shape of capital to 
be employed in reproduction or loaned out 
upon interest. Others who squander their 
surplus earnings in whisky and beer will be 
discontented and contend that they should 


to build. 

The construction of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad furnishes another good itlustration. 
Jay Cooke tried to build it; his money gave 
out, and the work was suspended for a nuw- 
ber of years. Au enterprising fellow named 
Villard*pereuaded other capitalists tnat the 
road once completed would be a good prop- 
erty, and they advanced money by the mill- 
ions to resume work and carry out the proj- 
ect. The men engaged in the production of 
the material and in the work of construction 
have received, say, $200,000,000 for their 
services; the capitalists have not yet had 
any return for their money. If labor makes 
advances to capital why did it fail to con- 
tinve work on the Northern Pacific when 
Jay Cooke failed? Why did it wait for new 
capital to proceed ? So of all other railroad 
enterprises. What is true of railroad-con- 
struction and house-building is equally true 
of mining aa manufacturing and business. 

Capital may be likened aptly to Faure’s dis- 
covery of stored electricity. It is an accu- 
mulated force, which may be saved or 
wasted. If saved, it may set the machiues 
in motion for new production ; it may be cor- 
related into other forces and other property. 
If wasted, vain regret and envy will not re- 
gain it. Its preservation and use constitute 
the difference between good times and hard 
times. When capital is idle so is labor—the 
former through fear, the latter by constraint. 
“Panic” means that capital is frighteried ; it 
refuses to invest in work and material; it de- 
clines to be converted into new forms of 
property; it is afraid to give credit or loan 
itself on the security offered: it seeks iron 


labor suffers and families starve for want of 
money advances for work. 

“Why stand ye here idle all the day?“ 
Because no man hires us.“ That tells the 
whole story. ! 

3. There remains only one point in the 
Henry George philosophy, as construed by 
his Jackson follower—viz.: his remedy: 
“He would remove every tax from product- 
ive industry.“ lle would simply tax the 
increased value which society gives to the 
land.” The effect would be to shift the 
burden of the taxes from the agricultural 
districts to the cities.” These sentences are 
simply a series of contradictions. If there 
were no tax on any product of human effort, 
which is George’s alleged remedy, there 
would be no tax at all. The valve of land is 
determined only by the returns from the use 
thereof. The farm is valuable only to the 
extent that it yields food for man and beast 
under cultivation, which is nothing more nor 
less than human effort. If a corner lot in a 
great city attains a value of $1,000 a foot it is 
because it can be devoted to such uses as will 
yield a fair interest on that valuation. Take 
away the surroundings and tte improve- 
ments—the product of human effort—and let 
it lie idle, and it is worth nothing. A tax on 
the “ gift of Nature“ would produce no rey- 
enue for the State, because the “gift of 
Nature,” undeveloped by human effort, 
would be barren and unprofitable. The in- 
tangible something which the Jackson phi- 
losopher calls value given to land by social 
life” is really the ‘joint product of capital 
and labor, whether the land be valued at $100 
an aere for gardening purposes or $1,000 per 
front foot for a Dusiness building. Capital 
and labor in civilized society have enterc® 
into an unlimited partnership. Their rela- 
tions may be disturbed from time to time by 
greed on either side, by jealousies and dis- 
sensions, and by unnatural antagonisms set 
up by designing and unserupulous men: but 
the association is eternally essential to prog- 
ress and reciprocal! advantages.

what hairs they may split over the right to 
coerce States or their peopie. The Govern- 
ment was threatened with destruction by an 
armed rebellion. If it did not pnt down that 
rebellion it would be annihilated. It put it 
down. if anything was “coerced” it was 
the Rebellion, and if another such rebellion 
should again rear its ugly head it would be 
coerced again and again, it it had as many 
heads as Cerberus. That is the opinion of 
the majority of the people of this country

Pants, Sept. 10.—The Figaro states that a 
second interview took place between Challe- 
mel-Lacour, the French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and the Marquis Tseng, the Chinese 
Embassador, at which the question of the 
location of the frontier of Tonquin and the 
Independence of Annam was discussed.

DESIROUS OF PEACE.

France 
will insist upon maintaining a protectorate 
over Annam, which will in no way prejudice 
Chinese interests.” It asserts that France

Saratoea, N. ., Sept. 8.—[Special Cor- 
respondence; ]- Protap Chunder Mozoomdar, 
of Calcutta, India, yesterday addressed the 
American Social Science Association on the 
subject of, The Races in India.” He spoke 
as follows: 
When I was listening to the interesting pa- 
per just read to us various facts and expe- 
riences came crowding into my mind in re- 
gard to the great population of the land 
from which Lcome. It is an immense pop- 
ulation, numbering according to the latest 
census 255,000,000 in round numbers., This 
will include foreigners also, such as En- 
glishmen, Frenchmen, Germans, and some 
Asiatics, like Arabs, Armenians, etc. The 
European element in all will not exeed 100,000, 
of whom 60,000 are British soldiers maiu- 
tained at the expense of India. The Mo- 
hammedans, in rouna numbers, will be 
about 60,000,000, and the rest different de- 
nominations and races of Hindoos.

Thirty years ago, he said, the Children’s Aid 
Society began its laburs for aiding, educat- 
ing, and reforming the poor children of New 
York City. Owing especially to foreign im- 
migration and to the crowded population of 
the lower wards, there was an incredible 
number of vagrant, homeless, and crimin al 
children at that time in the streets of the 
His hope and plan had been to remove 
these evils by three distinct classes ot 
rst, by lodging-houses. In 1854 
lodging-house had been 
opened. It was a sort of combination 
of boys’ hotel, school, and chapel. There 
had passed through it in twenty-nine years 
187,852. different boys. From these boys 14,- 
832 had been returned to their friends. The 
total expenses had been $318,125, toward 
which the receipts of the house itself were 
$115,523. Five other lodging-ho had 
been founded
